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Mayor's warning to councillors 

‘I WILL ADJOURN THIS MEETING IF NECESSARY’ - AND THAT’S EXACTLY WHAT SHE DID 


A MEETING of Lyme Regis Town Council was 
abandoned last week for the first time in living 
memory following several heated debates and 
probing questions from the public. 

Tensions rose during the first section of the full council 
meeting, which eventually had to be adjourned after it 
was revealed that different agendas had been sent to the 
public and councillors, and neither had been posted on 
the town council noticeboards prior to the meeting. 

Expecting a controversial meeting, the Mayor, Council¬ 
lor Sally Holman, opened proceedings by reminding 
members of Standing Orders and the Code of Conduct, 
which dictates that councillors should respect one another. 
She said that if necessary she would ask councillors to 
leave the chamber if they did not respect the council’s 
rules or adjourn the meeting. 

Town clerk John Wright then pointed out that the press 
and public were not allowed to record proceedings with¬ 
out prior permission, as outlined in Standing Orders, as 
it had recently come to light that local newspapers had 
been making audio recordings of meetings. 

Councillor Daryl Turner argued that Lyme Regis Tele¬ 
vision used to film meetings after receiving written con¬ 
sent from the council, and he believed this permission 
was not specifically for Lyme Regis Television but for all 
press. 

“I’m concerned we have already done this once,” he 
added. 

Councillor Mark Gage said he would “welcome the op¬ 
portunity to review Standing Orders” with regards to 
recording meetings and said that when the meetings were 
filmed by Lyme Regis Television it “mitigated some of 
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the more outlandish behaviour of council¬ 
lors”. 

Councillor Owen Lovell said the mayor 
had the power to suspend Standing Or¬ 
ders. The town clerk pointed out, how¬ 
ever, she did not in this case, as this 
specific order was mandatory. 

He then pointed out that the council was 
being filmed by local resident Tim Mayers 
in the public gallery, who argued a recent 
change in the law meant he was within his 
rights to do so. 

The mayor asked Mr Mayers to wait 


until the public forum to address the coun¬ 
cil. 

When the public forum was opened, 
View From editor Philip Evans argued 
against the no-recording rule, saying the 
council’s Standing Orders were “going 
against the law of the land”. 

Mr Mayers added: “There’s no reason, 
now it’s law, why we can’t video what 
goes on tonight. I’m going to stop video¬ 
ing but I will be following this up with my 
solicitor.” 

Also speaking in the public forum, 
Lyme resident Cheryl Reynolds referred 
to the “obvious” split in the council. 

“If all this energy from the two very ob¬ 
viously divided sides of the town council

Deputy 
town clerk Mark Tredwin quickly re¬ 
moved the paper and apologised to Mr 
Evans.

BORN in Basingstoke, Stuart McKenzie has lived 
in the Bridport area since he was nine-years-old. 
As a youngster he joined the Bridport Bandits 
Motor Project, going on to become club treas¬ 
urer, a post he holds to this day. The 31 -year-old 
works as a sales executive for Lanehouse Group, 
specialising in Vauxhall and Suzuki sales. He is 
married with two daughters. 


■ HOW did you get involved with Bridport 
Bandits? 

When I was at Colfox school (aged 13) a flyer from 
the youth centre with Bandits details on it came round, 
so me and a friend decided to go down there and never 
looked back. 

■ WHAT makes the group so special? 

The project is very unique in that all the volunteers in¬ 
volved, including myself are exactly that - unpaid vol¬ 
unteers who do it for the love of the project and 
community. It gives the youngsters a chance to learn 
mechanical skills from an age of 11 and get a chance 
to race what they build from the age of 12, which is 
very appealing to be able to drive a car at that age! We 
have about six volunteers and approximately 12 to 15 
members. 

■ WHAT is Autograss Racing? 

Autograss is a non-contact motorsport that takes place 
on an oval (approximately 400 metre) track using a 
natural soil surface. Due to the close nature of the rac¬ 
ing, thrills and spills are never far away. There are sev¬ 
eral differing classes of car, from near standard Minis 
or small hatchbacks through to spaceframed single 
seaters with monster V8 or twin motorbike power. 

■ How safe is it? 

It’s very safe indeed, the cars are built to a very strict 
rule book and have to have full roll cages fitted, along 
with a purpose built seat, full race harness as well as 
all competitors having to wear fireproof overalls and 
approved crash helmet. All cars then have to pass 
scrutiny checks at the beginning of each meeting. 

■ WHERE do you get the parts / 
cars to rebuild into racing machines? 

For bandits we are very lucky with the general public 
donating vehicles, failing that we source them through 



the trade as MOT failures. Sometimes we source bits 
through eBay for those rarer parts. 
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■ WHAT is it about cars and 
motorsports that fascinates you? 

It’s very rewarding being able to understand the work¬ 
ings of a car, knowing what to look out for, as well as 
enjoying the drive. As far as motorsport is concerned, 
I have a highly competitive nature and the adrenaline 
rush you get participating is awesome, as well as being 
able to push a car to its absolute limits in a safe envi¬ 
ronment. 

■ FAVOURITE car you've ever owned? 

It’s got to be my first road car, which was a classic 
Mini in red, I bought it at the age of the 15 and slowly 
built the car to a standard for the road, customizing it 
along the way. I used the car for a few years as well as 
competing in the London to Brighton Mini run, along 
with 2001 other min is, which was a great experience. 

■ WHICH form of motorsport 
do you love the most? 

It has to be Formula One, I know some people per¬ 
ceive it as boring but the huge advancements in tech¬ 
nology fascinates me and does filter down to the cars 
we drive today. I enjoy the tactics, and driving skills 
involved. 

■ FAVOURITE film about cars or motorsport? 

The Italian Job (1969) is an all time classic, Michael 
Caine is brilliant in this film and with the Mini con¬ 
nection, and it’s a film I have a major soft spot for. 
Much to my wife’s annoyance I could probably recite 
almost the whole script of this film, as I have watched 
it quite a few times. 

■ FAVOURITE route you've ever driven? 

On the public highway, I can’t think of any which 
stand out, other than the Autobahns in Germany. How¬ 
ever racing round Thruxton race circuit which is an 
amazing route/track in a single seater formula Renault 
with its fast sweeping comers on a circuit is great fun.

were to be put together for the ultimate good of the town, 
wouldn’t we get better results? 

“We teach our kids to work with both their friends and 
their enemies, can’t we teach the council the same? 

“Would you agree that the division in this chamber is 
both obvious and very detrimental to the town and the 
people?” 

The mayor said this was a “difficult” question to an¬ 
swer but added that “democracy was all about debate” 
and there was rarely an easy answer or consensus. She 
said she encouraged councillors to share opinions and 
her only problem with debate was when councillors did 
not show respect for one another. 

“I would like to see a positive outlook,” she added. “I 
would like to see people like yourself working for the 
good of the town.” 

Former councillor Stan Williams then spoke on an 
agenda item regarding an employment tribunal, which 
was to be discussed in exempt business. The person tak¬ 
ing the council to the employment tribunal was not 
named on the public agenda, but was revealed to be 
Derek Hallett, the council’s retired dog warden who had 
worked as a mini-golf steward for several years before 


being allegedly dismissed. 

Mr Williams said it was “common knowledge” that Mr 
Hallett was the person involved in the tribunal and it had 
“aroused significant interest in the town”. 

He added: “It has been custom over many years, when 
light jobs are available, to help our past workers espe¬ 
cially when they have given good service as Derek has. 
I thought this council was elected on a ticket to support 
the local community but it seems not.” 

'Costing the taxpayer' 

Mr Williams said he understood that the item would be 
discussed in private, but asked if the press and public 
could find out the decision the next day. The mayor said 
this would not be possible as it was a private staffing 
matter. 

Mr Williams added: “Your Worship, it seems to me that 
the council are using a sledgehammer to crack a nut. All 
this is going to cost lots of money. I hope that the coun¬ 
cillors that go down this road will be paying, not the 
council taxpayers. 

“All that needs to be done is to tell Derek who loaded 
the gun and fired the bullets. Surely the council can be 
honest and deal with this matter without resorting to 
ways that will cost money.”

LYME Regis lifeboat crew was launched at 3.34pm on Sat¬ 
urday following an eye witness report that two people 
in a kayak were in difficulties in the Church Cliff area of 
the resort. 

The lifeboat crew found no trace of a kayak, but coast¬ 
guards ashore found a man and his daughter with a de¬ 
flated canoe who were in no difficulty despite choppy 
conditions. 

The lifeboat remained on scene until coastguards as¬ 
sured them the couple were safe. 

Car damaged in Long Entry 

POLICE were called to Long Entry, Lyme Regis, at 1 am on 
Saturday morning following report of damage to a car 
parked in the area. 

Two females were seen running from the scene carry¬ 
ing white carrier bags. It is thought they were trying to 
gain access to a "club night" event being held at the Ma¬ 
rine Theatre by climbing across a roof and police are 
keen to trace them.

Mr Hallett, who was also attending the meeting, raised 
questions about a second staffing matter, which was also 
to be discussed in committee later in the meeting, involv¬ 
ing “probably the hardest worker on the council - the 
cleaner”. 

Mr Hallett revealed that the council’s litter picker had 
booked a holiday and was told the day before that he 
could not go, and if he did he would be disciplined. 

He added: “Yet the town clerk goes on holiday tomor¬ 
row for three weeks in the middle of summer. Past town 
clerk Harry Williams would never have taken a day off 
during the summer. I hope he returns to the same disci¬ 
pline as the cleaner, who earns £13,000 when the town 
clerk earns £40,000.” 

Mr Hallett also spoke about unfair rises for some coun¬ 
cil staff and asked why both the town clerk and deputy 
town clerk were “wasting time” touring the football club 
when it was opened for car parking on Red Arrows day, 
adding: “They go around like policemen in twos now”. 

Councillor Turner then revealed that there had been two 
different agendas released in advance of the meeting, 
with the names of the staff involved in private staffing 
matters revealed in the copies sent to councillors, but not 
in those sent to the press and public. 


He said that the names should never have been revealed 
as the matters were confidential. He also pointed out that 
no agendas had been placed on the council’s notice- 
boards prior to the meeting, adding: “I question the le¬ 
gality of this meeting.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis asked which agenda they 
were working from. She added that she had tried to speak 
to the deputy town clerk several times before the meeting 
on this matter but he had not been in the office. 

“Now I know he was swanning around the football 
club!” she added. 

The mayor said councillors were working from the 
agenda they had in front of them, to which Mrs Reynolds 
in the public gallery replied: “Then we need copies.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell said: “You are digging your¬ 
self holes all over the place because of the inexperience 
of the people putting together the agendas. This is quite 
clearly not confidential, it’s printed on papers that I could 
have given to any member of the public.” 

The meeting was then adjourned for a 10-minute break 
while the mayor discussed whether or not to continue. It 
was eventually decided, by general consensus of coun¬ 
cillors, that the meeting be adjourned until tonight 
(Wednesday) to resolve the issues concerning the agenda.

“This juvenile act is disrespectful to the newspaper 
concerned but also reflects very badly on the town 
council and I sincerely hope that no-one connected 
with the council is implicated in any way. 

“An investigation into the incident followed imme¬ 


diately and we have established that this childish prank 
took place between 6.40pm, when the facilities were 
used and nothing untoward noticed, and 6.59pm when 
a councillor saw it. 

“During that time, many people were coming into the 
chamber or waiting to do so, and of course members 
of the public had access through the main entrance to 
the Guildhall. 

“If anyone has any information that would help us 
identify the culprit I would be pleased to hear from 
them in total confidence.” 

Mr Evans commented: “I appreciate the mayor’s 
statement and the quick action taken to remove the 
paper from the toilet and efforts to try to establish the 
culprit. The town clerk confirmed that it was a preme¬ 
diated act carried out before the meeting started and 
not whilst the meeting was taking place. 

“As far as I am concerned the matter has been dealt 
with and I am sure the council have far more important 
matters to deal with than spending time on what the 
mayor rightly described as a childish prank.”

Museum's most unusual item 
replicated for Canadian family

ONE of Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum’s most unusual items 
has been replicated for the 
Canadian family of geolo¬ 
gist William Buckland. 

A replica of a table made 
of coprolites - otherwise 
known as fossil poo - has 
been created for the Buck- 
land family, as the original 
table was made for their 
Axminster-born ancestor 
William Buckland, the first 
professor of geology at 
Oxford University and a 
Mend of Lyme Regis’ most 
famous fossil hunter, Mary 
Anning. 

The small table is de- 
croated with circular slices 
of coprolites, which Buck- 
land and Anning were the 
first to identify as fossil ex¬ 
crement in 1829. 

Coprolites have since 
been found from many 
species including 

ichthyosaurs, dinosaurs 
and reptiles, and scientists 
can work out what each 
species ate from the rock. 

The coprolite nodules 
used on the table are 
thought to be from fish and 
they come from Wardie, 
near Leith, in Edinburgh. 

The table was given by 
Buckland’s grandson to 
Lyme Regis Museum in 
the 1920s, where it has 


provided amazement and 
amusement ever since. 

Kate Hebditch, who was 
acting curator of the mu¬ 
seum last year, said: 
“While I was at the mu¬ 
seum last year, Erik Buck- 
land approached us to see 
if he could buy the table. 

“I explained it was one 
of the star exhibits and 
suggested he got a replica 


made instead. Little did I 
know how difficult it 
would be to find similar 
coprolites! Lossil collec¬ 
tors in Edinburgh said they 
hardly ever saw them 
these days. Eventually I 
found some on the inter¬ 
net.” 

A panel of the sliced and 
polished coprolites was 
created by Beth Werrett of 


Wiltshire Council’s Con¬ 
servation and Museums 
Advisory Service, who 
conserved the original 
table in 2010. 

Lurniture designer 
Jonathan Matthews then 
built the replice table, de¬ 
scribing it as “one of the 
most unusual commissions 
I’ve had”.

GUITARS EVENT ORGANISERS 'RELIEVED' MCCARTNEY TURNED DOWN INVITE 


ORGANISERS of the Lyme Regis-based record attempt 
event, Guitars on the Beach, have expressed relief that for¬ 
mer Beatle Sir Paul McCartney will not be joining 
“Britain’s biggest band”, and will instead be replaced by a 
six-year-old local girl. 

The Guitars on the Beach team - which is expecting more 
than 2,400 guitarists to take part in the September 7th record 
attempt to play Buddy Holly’s “Rave On” at one time on 
the beach - invited McCartney to join the event months ago 
and were astonished when he said he might come if avail¬ 
able. 

However, organisers’ delight soon turned to worry when 
police warned that the rock star’s presence may inflate num¬ 
bers to 20,000 and they would not be able to cope with the 
crowds. 

McCartney has now declined the invitation and six-year- 
old schoolgirl Darci Street will be taking centre stage in¬ 
stead, having impressed crowds at the recent B Sharp Big 
Mix Festival with her sweet rendition of Judy Garland’s 
“Over the Rainbow”. 

Lead organiser and McCartney’s former PR, Geoff Baker, 
said: “A meeting with the police made it clear to me that 
rather than being something fab, Paul joining the band 
would have made it a nightmare. 

"I wanted Paul to come and after various correspondence 
between us I was pretty optimistic that he might, but the po¬ 
lice weren't as happy about the idea as I was. After listening 
to their opinion on crowds, safety controls and potential 
crushes if everyone rushed forward too see him I was hor¬ 
rified. A dream suddenly became the last thing I wanted to 
do. 

"So you can imagine the relief this week when Paul wrote 
to say he couldn't now make the record gig as he'll be away. 
It's not often you think 'phew, we've lost a Beatle'. 

"We were only aiming for 1,900 guitarists to set a UK bid 
that would beat the American record for their biggest band 
and we've got 2,400 signed up already, with more joining 
every day. If you calculate that with their friends, family 
and onlookers there's going to be more than 5,000 extra peo¬ 
ple in a town with a population of 3,500. 

“I don't think we could have coped if it had turned into a 
massive Macca convention." 

Young singer Darci will now open the event with another 


performance of “Over The 
Rainbow”, complete with 
Dorothy costume and her 
own Toto dog. 

Mr Baker commented: “It 
seems appropriate as it is a 
dream come true to have 
2,400 guitarists from all over 
Britain get together to form 
one giant band.” 

Organisers were further put 
at ease after The Hub youth 
club in Lyme Regis offered 
to host a giant sleepover for 
the expected 2,400 guitarists. 

Following concerns that 
there would not be enough 
beds in the town to accom¬ 
modate the influx in visitors, 

The Hub offered space for up 
to 50 guitarists at a knock¬ 
down rate of £12 a night bed 
and breakfast over the week¬ 
end of September 6th to 8th. 

Mr Baker described the offer as "inspired thinking and 
community action at its best". 

He added: "A huge number of extra visitors will be in 
Lyme from Friday to Sunday and I've been worrying that 
many of them may not have anywhere to kip. 

“I know that a lot of the guitarists have already booked 
accomodation but there will be others who were thinking 
of sleeping on the beach or, if they have a few drinks at the 
festivities, faced spending an uncomfortable night in their 
cars. 

"But this superb sleepover deal from The Hub will give 
them a roof over their heads.” 

The large hall and stage at The Hub will comfortably ac¬ 
comodate up to 50 guests per night for the sleepover. There 
are male and female showers and toilets. 

The building will be secured during the day, so guests can 
safely leave possessions and not have to carry their sleeping

gear around the town. 

Mr Baker added: "All you need to do is bring your sleep¬ 
ing bag and roll mat, a pop-up tent if you want, and you're 
all set to enjoy playing in Britain's biggest-ever band and 
spending the weekend in one of the country’s loveliest sea¬ 
side towns. 

"I'm very grateful to The Hub for helping us out like this, 
the spirit is very Lyme Regis and it's very rock and roll".

Five star Magpies far too strong for Bees 


Bridport 1 Dorchester 5 

BRIDPORT picked up their game after the disappointment 
of Saturday's performance against Chard Town, but found 
Dorchester Town's fitness and finesse too much for them, 
particularly in the last 30 minutes of this pre-season 
friendly. 

There were some good performances particularly from 
Darren Watts, who is beginning to show his class after two 
seasons away. 

The return of Danny Green is a real bonus for Dorchester 
after such a long lay-off, and despite his age Nick Critten¬ 
den showed what an asset he is to the Magpies. 

Dorchester, who have looked sharp in pre-season to date, 
showed their intent right from the kick-off and inside the 
first minute Sam Filkins made a great save, beating away 
Crittenden's shot from the angle of the area as he burst 
through. 

Ben Watson then had a legitimate claim for a penalty 
after his shot on the turn appeared to strike a Bridport de¬ 
fender on both hands, but referee Glen Barter ignored the 
striker's plea. 

They did take the lead however on five minutes when 
Harry Bell's dink into the box saw Green use his speed and 
strength to get behind the defence, control the ball and 
shoot home from an angle in one motion. 

On 11 minutes he showed he could shoot from long 
range as well; his 30-yard angled drive just clearing Filkins' 
crossbar. 

The Dorchester defence in general were looking very 
strong with Charlie Clough dominating in the centre, but 
they were caught out soon after and new keeper Tim 
Sandercombe had to tip away Matt Condliffe's shot for a 


corner. 

Dorchester almost increased their lead on 18 minutes 
when two Bees defenders left a long ball for the other and 
the striker ran free, but his 25-yard lob as Filkins came to 
close him down just cleared the crossbar. 

The Bees' keeper then did well to parry Lewis Morgan's 
shot away after Crittenden had put him in on goal. 

Bridport were gifted an equaliser on the half hour when 
Sandercombe completely miskicked Clough's headed back 
pass and Tom Richardson gratefully picked up the rebound 
and rolled it into the goal. 

This seemed to spring Bridport into life and they started 
getting stronger with Dan Wise firing a 25-yard shot on the 
run into the side netting. 

Four minutes before the break Dorchester regained the 
lead through Watson in an identical situation to earlier, this 
time his lob over the advancing Filkins was perfection. 

Both sides made several changes at the break and with 
Watts now finding his range with a selection of superb 
passes, Bridport held their own. 

Jamie Beasley showed his electric speed down the left in 
a neat move with Jake Smeeton before firing in a shot that 
took a deflection off Bees skipper Ryan Hayter. 

At the other end substitute Adam Still showed good skills 
down the left before firing in a cross that had Clough 
scrambling to head clear. 

Magpies' Elliot Ward, looking to impress manager Phil 
Simkin and sign a contract, did that with some neat skills; 
first setting up Crittenden for a shot that was deflected, be¬ 
fore having a close range shot charged down by Hayter. 

The Bees were beginning to tire as Dorchester's superior 
fitness began to tell. 


Filkins came to the rescue again tipping Morgan's close 
range rasping volley over the top after he had neatly 
flicked the ball over a defender, the Magpies increased 
their lead midway through the half. 

Watson caused confusion inside the Bees' box with a neat 
run and lay off and when the ball was hacked off the line 
as it ran towards goal, it hit Morgan and rebounded into 
goal. 

It was now almost one-way traffic, and despite Watts' at¬ 
tempts to get his forwards going, Dorchester, with young 
sub Calvin Brooks showing speed and guile in defence, 
mopped everything up. 

The Magpies'fourth came when Ward's shot came back 
off the post for Morgan to roll in his second. 

Then Russell Legg produced a neat bit of footwork at the 
other end in a rare Bridport foray, but after beating two de¬ 
fenders in a mazy run his thunderous shot cannoned back 
off the crossbar. 

Ward wrapped up the scoring two minutes from time, 
tapping home Beasley's low left wing cross at the far post.

NATHAN Walker was sent off just two min¬ 
utes from the end of this local derby that 
saw Ben Watson score a late equaliser to 
cancel out Sam Poole's first half header giv¬ 
ing Dorchester a share of the Bob Lucas 
Trophy for the second year running. 

Playing against the side he left in the 
summer, referee Ben Cobb had no hesita¬ 
tion in sending the Terras defender off, in¬ 
dicating he had elbowed Elliot Ward in the 
face as they lined up for a free kick. 

Weymouth had the better of the first half 
and deservedly led at the break, but after a 
frantic ten minutes at the start of the re¬ 
sumption that saw three players shown yel¬ 
low cards, Dorchester finally found their 
form and dominated the second half. 

Weymouth almost took the lead on four 
minutes when skipper Scott Walker, who 
had another good game down the left 
flank, played a gorgeous ball into the home 
area which was met by the inrushing Ben 
Joyce at the far post, but he steered his 
sidefooted volley just wide of the upright. 

Dorchester were also having some suc¬ 
cess down their left side where Neil Martin 
and Jake Smeeton were linking up well, 
and the pair almost set up an equaliser on 
18 minutes - Watson stepping over Mar¬ 


tin's resultant low cross - but unfortunately 
the ball ran across the face of goal to safety. 

Dorchester were having problems find¬ 
ing their men, and were missing their nor¬ 
mal crisp, close passing game, whilst 
Weymouth were not allowing them to set¬ 
tle on the ball, with Danny Clay particularly 
aggressive in midfield. 

Magpies skipper Charlie Clough just got 
a touch on another superb left wing cross, 
this time from Joyce, as Stewart Yetton 
closed in, before Jamie Gleeson produced 
a brilliant tackle to stop the former Truro 
City player. It looked odds on Yetton scor¬ 
ing when he was played in, although look¬ 
ing suspiciously offside, but Gleeson 
managed to get goal side and hookthe ball 
back over the Terra before clearing. 

However Weymouth's tenacity was re¬ 
warded on 36 minutes when Sam Poole 
lost his marker at Scott Walker's free kick to 
firmly head the ball beyond Tim Sander¬ 
combe into the bottom corner for the lead.

Jamie Symes another making a return to 
The Avenue, almost sneaked in on the left, 
but was crowded out by Sandercombe and 
a defender for a corner. 

With Morgan beginning to buzz in mid- 
field and Crittenden producing his usual 
magic, Weymouth began to falter as Dorch¬ 
ester's superior fitness began to tell and 
they began to run the game. 

This pressure began to increase with the
